MRS, EDGECOMB UNDER CROSS. 


EXAMINATION. 


Attorney Williams Asking Ques- 
tions Hit-and-miss, the Greater 
Part of Which ate Ruled Out— 
Trying to Hamiliate the Witness 
—Other Testimony. 


Judge Cheney, io Department No. 1 of 
the Superior Court, has never had such a re- 
markably infamous case in his court as that 
now on trial before him, in which Capt. F. 
M. Garrett is charged with iticest. 

Yesterday was the second day of the 
trial, and when court adjourned for the day 
four witnesses had been examined. The 
greater part of the time has 80 far been oc- 
cupied in a releutiess and absolutely brutal 
cross-examination of the complaining wit- 
ness, daughter of the defendant, Mrs. Maila 
Garrett-Edgecomb. -Notwithstanding her 
delicate condition, she has been kept upon 
the rack with coarse questions put in 3 
particularly insulting manner by W. Ir. 
Williams of counsel for the defense, for 
seven hours. So grossly cruel has been the 
method and manner of the cross-examina- 
tion that Judge Cheney was forced on sev- 
eral occasions to protect the witness, and 
many questions were ruled out upon objec- 
tion by the counsel for the prosecution. 
Under this ordeal the witness bore herself 


with firmness, and, upon being 
severely pr two or three times, suc- 
ceeded in turning the tables upon her tor- 
meutor with great effect, by telling her 
story simply and clearly, 

The principal effort on the part of the 
cross-examination was to show a conspiracy 
on the part ot the witness to charge her 
father with an awful crime inorder to 


bring her lover, now her husba clear 
from the charges she had We 2 made

The general tenor of Mes. Ed mb’s 
testimony bas been a clear-cyt siatement, 
both on direct and cross-examination; that 
from the time she was 12 years old until 
last January her father's touch hus been 
pollution, and her life one of such awful 
shame and degradation that it is horrible to 
think of; that last spring, fearful lest his 
criminal conduct had brought about a criti- 
cal condition, he counseled his daughter to 
allow her lover improper Hberties, in order 


that he might cover up his crime; that she

course of charges against Edgecomb. Under 
them the latter was put im jail.

Mr. Williams proceeded to sk the same 
question over again, putting in clause after 
clause, making a question about a 
long, when the Court stopped bim near the 
outset, saying that the witness is unwell.

counsel, by questions repeatedly asked and 
repeatedly auswered. 

“When did you employ Mr. Payton, and 
what did he say to you?” continued Mr.

THE BOARD ON ITS WEEKLY 
WHIRL ABOUT TOWN. 


Street Grading and Paving Going 
Merrily Forward—The Question 
of Catting Down Hope Street— 

Figueroa Street to Come in for 
Some Attention. 


The Board of Public Works made its 
regular rounds yesterday, and found the 
city improvements going on in a satistac- 
tory manner. If stréet grading and paving 
is kept up as at present during the next 
two years, this will be one of the best paved 
cities of its size in the United States. Street 
work is in progress all over the city, and as 
arule the contractors are giving satisfac 
tion. 

About a dozen prominent citizens, with 
Col. Baker at the head, who own fine resi- 
dences on Bunker Hill avenue, between 
First and Fourth streets, met the board at 
the corner of Fourth and Bunker Hill ave- 
nue, and proceeded to make a vigorous 
kick against grading Hope street between 
First and Fourth streets, on the grounds 
that the grade is so low that it will destroy 
their lots facing on Hope street. The grade 
as it now stands will throw Hope * 
many feet below the level of their ! an 
will leave a high embankment. If the 
street had been constructed on the old 
grade, which was changed some two years 
ago, it would have been only five or six

CITY SCHOOLS. 


A Synopsis of the Superint 
Report. 
W. M. 
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respect, differs but little from 
previous year. 

The teachers labored faithfully, and per- 
formed their allotted work as well as possi- 
ble under the adverse conditions of short 
hours and cramped accommodations. 

Twenty permanent school-rooms—four on 
Chestnut street, fouron Macy street, four on 
Tenth street, four on Montgomery street, 
two on San Pedro street and two on Grafton 
street—were erected during the year. 

Notwithstanding this increase in the 
number of rooms there were at the close of 
the year 70 schools on half-day time. 

The hope that new buildings might be 
erected during the summer vacation has not 
been realized, and now the schools are again 
in session, with 72 schools on half-day time; 


owned by the department, which are worse 
than the rented rooms, and should be 
abandoned at the earliest opportunity. 

These figures show a necessity for 50 
additional school-rooms at this time. 

Of the $200,000 worth of school bonds, 
voted on the 3ist day of August last. $100,- 
000 worth have been sold, and the money is 
in the treasury. Needed sites have been 
selected, and contracts are about to be let 
for the erection of new buildings and ad- 
ditions to old ones. It is hoped that before 
the present school year ends, every school 
will be well and comfortably housed and on 
full-day time. 

The Superintendent discusses at some 
length the question as to whether the 
schools shouid be in session nine or ten 
months of the year, and arrives at the fol- 
lowing conclusion: 

My experience and observation for 20 
years in school work convinces me that 
more end better work can be done in nine 
months per year than in 10. The same 
work can be done more easily, too, in the 
shorter time, on the same principle that it 
is better and wiser to work six days out af 
seven. 

In discussing the selection of teachers 
he deprecates the many false motives which 
come in to urge the election of applicants 
to positions, and he holds that it is better 
“to harden the heart” to everything except 
the one question: “Is the applicant a good 
teacher?” 

In anticipation of inquiries, he presents 
the following information: 

Salaries of principals, from 8295 to $159 
per school month; assistants in. High 
School, $115; other teachers, $80 per month 
the first year, after that, $80, 685 or 890, ac- 
cording to ability. Length of school year, 
nine months, from October Ist to the last 
of June. 

Twenty-five to fifty teachers required an- 
nually to fill vacancies aud supply new 
schools. Thesuppiy of strictly first-class 
+ la is not always equal to the de- 
mand, 

Holders of primary certificates may 
teach in the first five or primary grades; 
holders of grammar-grade certiticates in the 
next four, or grammar grades; holders of 
grammar-school-course certificates in the 
next three or High School grades. Two 
years’ successful experience, or a Norinal 
School graduate, is required to teach in the 
first grade. One year’s successful teaching 
is required for all other grades. 

All certificates are issued by the County 
Board of Examiners. 

In conclusion, Prof. Friesner pays a

menial work for a lot of officers, he 
would transform the army of the 
United States into a school for in- 
struction as well as a garrison. After 
four years of careful training, prac- 
tical and theoretical, at the various 
army posts, it is proposed to select 
from 200 to 500 of the most promising 
men and transfer them to West Point 
‘tO undergo final instruction during the 
fifth year of service. In this way, 
through the ſustruction in the army 
and at West Point, a small army of 
educated men could annually be dis- 
tributed throughout the country, ready 
ata moment’s notice to officer a vol- 
unteer army. Concerning the plan a 
Washington correspondent writes: 


The Military Academy would not be abol- 
ished, but it would change its character 
and features. Instead of furnishing the 
four years’ full course for the complete 
military education of the lad to become an 
officer, it would be the finishing one-year 
school for those who bad already 
both academic and field training for the 
same purpose elsewhere. Its dormitories, 
its classrooms and its various appliances of 
instruction being as complete as now, the 
resuit would be to turn out with the seal of 
proficiency four times as many officers. Of 
course only a fourth part, as now, would be 
needed for the vacancies in the army, but 
the remainder would go into civil life with 
the certificate and the advan of a fine 
education, a good physique and appear- 
ance, habits of discipline and devotion to 
duty and fitness to obey and to command. 
In like manner their comrades, who should 
have been discharged a year earlier at the 
posts, would gointo civil life with high 
recoinmendations, and would have had a 
free education by the Government, with 
support aud pay meanwhile. 


A GOOD EXAMPLE. 


For some years past the practice of 
influencing juries by bribery has grown 
far too common in this country. In 
fact, it has become à regular branch of 
business in some of the lower strata of 
society, sapping the foundation of our 
social fabric and rendering justice a 
mockery, a delusion and a snare.

Los Angeles county has a number of 
authors—or writers of books—residing 
with her borders, and a large number 
of contributors to the literary press; 
consequently that portion of the Presi- 
dent’s message relating to interna- 
tional copyright is of interest. The 
President says: The subject of inter- 
national copyright has been frequently 
commended to the attention of Con- 
gress by my predecessors. The enact- 
ment of such alaw would be eminently 
wise and just.“ This is not much, but 
it is better than nothing, and the mem- 
bers of the Copyright League are glad 
of acrumb of comfort. The question 
may not be of especial interest to any 
but the book makers, but it should be, 
and is simply this: That authors claim 
that their prqductions, as the work of 
their brains, are entitled to just as 
much protection as the patent medi- 
cines, the new duplex washer or 
wringer, and they ask for an interna- 
tional copyright which will make for- 
eign publishers pay them when they 
publish their books without permission, 
and oblige the American publisher to 
pay the foreign author for that which 
is stolen. There is nothing unreason- 
able in allthis: in fact, international 
robbery is going on, and should be 
stopped. 


WORK BEFORE CONGRESS, 


Some persons of a melancholy dispo- 
sition are inclined to make gloomy 
forecasts as to the probable outcome of 
the present session of Congress. Some 
of the older Congressmen are repre- 
sented as expressing the opinion that 
the session will be likely to be very pro- 
tracted, full of bitter wrangles and 
partisan animosity, and that very few 
substantial business results will be 
accomplished. 

The Fifty-first Congress will meet 
with its calendar clear and its files 
empty. Itis possible that a large per- 
centage of the measures which failed 
in the last Congress will be reintro- 
duced in the new one. Then the num- 
ber of new members in the present 
House 1s unusually large, and one of 
the first functions of a new member is 


to introduce bills. There will evi- 


dently be plenty of work for the Fifty- 
first Congress to face. : 

One of the most trying questions 
which the new Congress will have to 
face will be that of silver coinage. The 
division of opinion on the subject is 
great, and not confined to one party. 
The Democracy is even more divided 
on silver than the Republicans are. 

What the people at large—Demo- 
crats as well as Republicans—hope for 
is Congressional action that will tend 
to the advancement of the country and 
the welfare of the people. Let us hope 
that they will not be disappointed.

ARID LANDS. 


MAJ. HOWELUS PLAN FOR 
THEIR RECLAMATION, 


The Government Should Control the 
Work, but the People Must 
Furnish the Money and 
Oarry It On. 
— 


By Telegraph to h Time, 

New York, Dec. 5.—fBy the Associated 
Press.] Maj. Howell, chief of the Federal 
Commission, to report upon the best methed 
of irrigating the arid lands of the country, 
read a paper upon the subject before the 
Chamber of Commerce this afternoon. 

He began with the statement that about 
one-half of the lands of the United States, 
exclusive of Alaska, are arid. These lands, 
he said, so far as they can be brought under 
cultivation by irrigation, are the best lands 
in tbe country, because crops are certain, 
not being subject to the chances of extreme 
wet and extreme dry seasons. as is the case 
of lands dependent upon rain. Of one 
thousand million acres of arid lands in the 
United States, about six miilions are now 
under cultivation by irrigation, and about 
one hundred and twenty miflions altogether 
can be rendered arable by that met 

Maj. Howell estimates that the construc- 
tion of reservoirs, canais and other works 
necessary will cost at the rate of $10 per 
acre. Assuming that 100,000,000 acres are 
to be redeemed in this way, it will aggre- 
gate $1,000,000,000. For the proper ng 
out of the work a change in the land laws 
is necessary. Where irrigation is unneces- 
sary land is cultivated by private enter- 
prise, cach farmer being able to raise his 
crop in entire independence of his neigh- 
bors. In arid countries codperation for the 
distribution of water from its source is 
essential. Iu humid countries the ten- 
dency is toward small holdin 
while in arid countries it is tow 
large holdings. Many large and small 
Streams run through the arid belt, 
but the amount of water obtainable is not 
large enough to irrigate all the arid lands, 
which — tra verse, and the question arises, 
what portion of them are entitled to use the 
water. Maj. Powell holds that it should be 
used at points where it will do the most 
good. This point, he says, is where the 
stream turns from a rushing crystal moun- 
tain torrent to a lowland stream which 
mingles with the soll of the land from 
which it flows. If taken above that point 
it would be where the chilly ere of 
the high altitude would make it less useful 


inthe production of crops. If taken below

orado would be reduced to only r 
to irrigate 100,000 or 200,000 acres across tlie 
line in Kansas. The same rule, Maj. Powell 
applies to water in the upper Missouri, 
Colorado, Rio Grande del Norte and Co- 
lumbia rivers. He estimates the aggregate 
value of the waters of ail these rivera at 
85.000. 000, 000. 

The forests at the headwaters of these 
rivers serve as catch-basins and must be 
reserved, Provision also must be made 
or controlling and protecting the large 
body of pasture lands not suitable for culti- 
vation. In addition to these there are great 
tracis of mineral lands, which shouid be 
held by the Government until the minerals 
have been discovered, when they should be 
parceiled out in quantities only large 
enough for economical working. When 
the storage reservoirs and irrigation canals 
are completed vast water powers will be 
created suitable for manufacturing pur- 

s. These will exist at points on the 

canals higher up than those at which the 
waters are to be taken for irrigation. 

The Government, Maj. Powell says, 
should not be allowed to furnish any money 
for the oe. of this great system of 
works, For the preservation of forests and 
parcelling out of water, 2 great many thou- 
sands of men will be necessary; and to put 
the matter in the hands of the Government 
would be to bulld up a bureaucracy and 
army of officials. The only thing the Gov- 
ernment should do is to furnish wise laws 
to control the operations. For this work 
the people would naturally combine by 
hydrographic basins, that is, in territory 
covered by a single stream and its 
tributaries within a single water shed. 
Courts should be established to adjudicate 
upon all questions arising from this condi- 
tion of aifairs, though the Government it- 
self should apportion the water among the 
different States in such districts. aj. 
Powell surgests that the money for carry- 
ing out these great schemes might be raised 
by the issuance of community bonds or by 
other similar methods, 


HOTEL BURNED. 


Two Hundred Guests Barely Escape 
with Their Lives. 

PitT3sBurRGH, Dec. 5.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Shortly before noon the Mononga- 
hela House took fire. It was one of the 
oldest and largest hotels in the city, occupy- 
ing an entire block, seven stories high. 

The fire started near the bottom of the 
freight elevator just about noon, and the 
flames and smoke immediately shot up the 
shaft, the smoke filling thé entire upper 

ortion of the building. There were about 
200 guests in the hotel, more than half of 
whom were in their rooms, many dressing 
fordinner. ‘They rushed for the passenger 
elevator, but finding that shaft also filled 
with smoke, they resorted to the stairways, 
and every one got out safely. Several in- 
jured ladies and others who had been over- 
come by fright were carried out by firemen. 
Chambermaids and some other employés 
had te take to the fire escape. Several nar- 
row escapes are recorded. The only acci- 
dent reported was the injuring of two fire- 
men, who were badly bruised by falling 
débris. 

The damage to the structure will amount 
to $100,000, and the guests lose considerable 
in damage to personal property.

He had good busi- 
ness qualifications, and soon possessed him- 
self of the unlimited confidence ot his 
superiors, Last Saturday he notified Lee- 
dom that he was going to New York and 
would be back on Sunday. A message was 
received from him, dated New York, on 
Monday morning, saying that he had been 
detained, but would return that night. A

y. 

As he did not appear on Tuesday, Leedom 
was fearful that he had been overtaken by 
some accident, but to satisfy a rising sus- 
picion he began investigating. Information 
that Silcott had drawn his bank balance 
deepened these suspicions, and the inqui 
‘was pursued. The enormous office 0 
could not be opened at the moment, as Sil- 
cott had the combination; but when an en 
trance was finally effected, it was found 
that some $30,000, set apart for the use of the 
paring teller, was intact. 

The next inquiry was made at the Treas- 
ury Department, where Leedom was in- 
formed that Silcott had called there Satur- 
day and zhad drawn about 72,000. It was 
possible for him to draw this large sum 
without exciting comment, as he had fora 
loug time been charged with the duty of 
collecting the money with which the sala- 
ries ot Kepresentatives are paid. 

Silcott is under bonds in the sum ot $50,- 
000, his is, however, an indemnity bond, 
given to the Sergeant-at-Arms, Leedom, 
who is himself bonded inthe sum of $50,- 
000, and is directly responsible for the short- 
age. Leedom says Silcott could have taken 
$160,000 just as easily. . 

A number of Representatives were in the 
habit of keeping individual deposits with 
the Serveant-at-Arms, and their losses, when 
ascertained, inay swell the sum total con- 
siderable. Later information is to the effect 
that the paying teller’s fands, though in 
the same safe where Silcott kept his money, 
were protected by a separate lock and steel 
door. This may explain their preservation. 
What concerns members of the House 
most deeply is whether, in. giving signed 
certificates to the Sergeant-at-Arms, on 
which the money was obtained from the 
treasury, they have not released the Goy- 
ernment from liability for their salaries. 
Opinions on this point vary. 

N. F. Silcott came from Youngstown, O., 
where was a merchant for many years.

A Statement from His Son, Nestor 
A. Young. 

Los ANGELES, Dec. 5.—[To the Editor 
of Tun Tuts. ] I cannot express the 
pain and humiliation I felt this evening 
upon being shown the article in your paper 
of this morning, headed “A Pitiful Case,” 
and in which Iam charged with grave nog- 
ligence of my aged father. If the facts, as 
represented in that article, are faithfally 
reported, as they were developed in the ex- 
amination, the rankest perjury has been 
committed by the parties giving the infor- 
mation.

Upon my re- 
turn I at once wrote my single brother, 
William, that father had gone, and shortly 
after they met at the Adventists’ camp- 
meeting in this city—they both being mem- 
bers of thatchurch. Later, William wrote 
me that he had persuaded father 1 — his

THE ASSOCIATION SESSION AT 
PASADENA. 


An Enjoyable and Profitable Meet- 
ing of the Physicians of South- 
ern California—The Organiza- 
tion—The Work and Its Bene- 
ficial Results. 


The Southern California Medical So- 
ciety was organized in June,.1888, with 
Dr. M. F. Price of Colton as the first 
president and John L. Davis, M.D., of 
Los Angeles as secretary; these gentie- 
men to serve for the term of one year. 

The society embraces the eight south- 
ern counties of California, and now has 
a membership of 130. 

The meetings are held semi-annually, 
having been held four times since the 
organization was perfected, in Los An- 
geles, San Bernardino, San Diego, and 
Pasadena, respectively. The next 
semi-annual meeting will be held at 
Santa Barbara in June. 

At the meeting last June in San 
Diego W. M. Smart, M.D., of San 
Diego was elected president of the 
society, that gentleman still holding 
that honorable position with much credit 
to himself. 

The society is a district organiza- 
tion, and does notin any manner con- 
flict with the State society, or with the 
local medical societies of the several 
counties represented in the association, 
but is rather an auxiliary or supple- 
mentary branch of these. In fact, 
membership in the local societies is a 

re-requisite to membership in the 
uthern California Medical Society. 

The several sections represented in 
medical science and surgery in the 
various papers and discussions were 
as follows: 

First—General Medicine. 

Second—General Surgery. 

Third — Skin and enereal Dis- 
eases. 

Fourth—Mental and Nervous Dis- 


eases. 

Fifth — Ophthalmology and Otology 
(diseases of the eye and ear). 

Sixth—Obatretrics. 

Seventh—Gynecology. 

Eighth—Materia Medica and Thera- 
peutics. 

Ninth—Microscopy. 

Tenth—Pathology. 

The object has been to have two or 
three papers read on each of these 
subjects at each meeting. 

These, with the discussion following 
the reading of the papers, comprise a 
very comprehensive group of valuable 
facts, and are a source of material 
benefit to each and every member 
present. 

The social features of these meet 
ings also tend to bind the members of 
the medical fraternity in closer and 
more pleasant relations to each other.

Another feature largely discussed is 
the subject of climatology, particularly 
as relates to the climatic conditions of 
Southern California and its bearing on 
the treatment of pulmonary, rheumatic 
and other diseases.

dino of Diego at the meeting on 
Wednesday. The gentlemen of the 


profession speak of this able paper in 
the highest terms. 

Papers of this character undoubtedly 
have a great influence in directing the 
attention of medical men and students, 
and alse as well of invalids, all over 
the world, to Southern California as a 
section of country possessing climatic 
conditions which must be beneficial to 
those suffering from diseases of the 
types mentioned. 

he proceedings of the society have 
heretofore been published iu the lead- 
ing medical journals of the day, but 
the committee having charge of the 
matter will hereafter publish the pro- 
ceedings and papers in pamphlet form 
for more general distribution. 

At the present meeting there has 
been quite an accession of new mem- 
bers, and the society is now in splendid 
condition, and promises to accomplish 
untold good for the benefit of medical 
science.

the fast days appointed by the church. 
Adopting a religious life, he was suc- 
cessively raised to the dignity of 
Abbot and Archbishop of Myra, which 
last position he held until his 
death. Though escaping actual martyr- 
dom, he was imprisoned and other- 
wise testified to the faith under the 
persecutions of Diocletian. St. Nicho- 
las died in 342, and his rélics were pre- 
served with great honor at Myra until 
1087, when some merchants of Bari 
made an expedition to Lycia and car- 
ried off the bones of the saint to Italy. 
They landed at Bari on May 9, 1087, 
and the sacred’ treasures which oer 
had brought with them were . 
in the church of St. Stephen. the 
day when the latter proceeding 
pluce, we are told that 30 persons 
were cured of various distempers 
through imploring the intercession of 
St. Nicholas, and since that time his 
tomb at Bari has been famous for pil- 
grimages. The office of protector of 
sailors attributed in ancient times to 
Neptune was transferred to St. Nicho- 
las, who is said, on the occasion of 
making a voyage to the Holy Land, to 
have caused by his prayers a tempest 
to assuage, and at another time to 
have personally appeared and saved 
more mariners who had invoked his 
assistance. The feast of St. Nicholas 
at Bari is one of the chief ecdlesias- 
tical festivals of Southern Italy. It is 
attended by pilgrims in thousands,who 
come from considerable distances. 
From the Tronto to the Otranto, the 
whole eastern slope of the Apennines 
sends eager applicants to this famous 
shrine, and nowhere is there more dis- 
tinctlr to be seen bow firm and deep a 
hold the faith in which they have been 
educated has on the enthusiastic na- 
ture of the Italian peasantry than at 
this sanctuary and on this occasion. 
The distinguished American gen- 
eral, WILLIAM STARK ROSECRANS, 
was born in Ohio. December 6, 1819. 
He graduated at West Point in 1842, 
was commissioned a brigadier-general 
in 1861 and sent to West Virginia, 
where in July of the same year he won 
the battle of Rich Mountain and was 
subsequently promoted to the rank of 
major-general. Ascommander of the 
Ariny of Mississippi in July of the fol- 
lowing year, he gained a decisive vic- 
tory at Corinth over the Confederate 
Generals Price and Van Dorn. He 
won the battle of Stone River in Jan- 
uary, 1863, and in September following 
was defeated by Gen. Bragg at Chicka- 
mauga. He was relieved from his 
command in October, 1863, was made 
commander of the District of Missouri 
in January, 1864, and in 1868 was for a 
short time Miniater to Mexico. 
NICHOLAS Row, the popular Eng- 
lish dramatist, was born in 1673 and 
died Decomber 6, 1718. Among his 
works are the t ies of Tamerlane 
Jane Shore and The Fair Penitent and 


translations of Lucan. 
The unfortunate Henry VL, King 
of England, was born December 6, 
1421, and succeeded his father, Henry 
V., as king when 9 months 3 
ce 
Henry, was proclaimed «as 
Paris, but bis claim was by 
the dauphin, Charles VIL, who, with 
the aid of Joan of Arc. drove the Eng- 
lish from France. When 24 Henry 
married Margaret of Anjou, a woman 
as remarkable for energy and strength 
of mind as he was for his weakness. 
In 1451 the Duke of York claimed the 
right to the crown as a descendant of 
the second son of Edward LIL, and 
thus began the famous Wars of the 
Roses, which lasted nearly thirty years, 
and during which nearly all of the 
nobility of the kingdom were annihi- 
lated. Henry was at last deposed by 
Edward LY. in 1460, and died a pris- 
oner in the tower in 1471. 
Orno II., Emperor of Germany, was 
born in 955, and succeeded his father, 
Otho I., in 973. His elevation being 
opposed by his mother, Adelaide, he 
expelled her from the court and de- 
feated her partisans, who had raised 
Henry, Duke of Bavaria, tothe throne. 
Ile repulsed the Danes and the Bohe- 
mians who wished to take advantage 
of the troubles of the Empire, and 
afterward crossed the Alps to reduce 
the Calabrians to subjection, but was 
defeated by the Saracens, who sup- 
ported the cause of his enemies. He 
assembled another army, attacked the 
Calabrians and Saracens and obtained 
a complete victory. He died at Rome, 
December 6, 983. Such were the early 
beginnings of that persistent interfer- 
ence of the German emperors in the 
affairs of Italy which was to continue 
almost to the present day, when Ital 
ceased to be German and Austrian an 
was permitted to become Italian. 
That celebrated general, Sir DAVID 
BAIRD, was born in tland Decem- 
ber 6, 1757. He entered the East In- 
dian service, and was captured 
Hyder Ali at the battle of Perambou- 
cum and imprisoned for four years. 
„. his liberty, he was made a 
neral of brigade in 1797, and in 1799 
ed the famous assault on Seringpatam, 
which resulted in the capture of that 
city. For bis gallant conduct on this 
occasion Baird received the thanks of 
Parliament and was afterward created 
a baronet and given the Order of the 
Bath. He died in 1829.
